CAMERAS NEEDED 
10 CATCH SPEEDERS

SPEEDING drivers who are 
using Oswestry town centre 
at night ‘as a racetrack’ could 
soon find themselves caught 
on CCTV. 

An inner loop of the town is being 
used by a group of speeding drivers, 
town councillors have said. 

They are calling for more help from the police 
in dealing with the problem. 

At a meeting of Oswestry Town Council’s de¬ 
velopment and planning committee councillors 
discussed road safety issues in the area. 

Several councillors brought up the problem of 
a minority of drivers going too fast along Willow 
Street and into Welsh Walls. 

Councillor Peter Cherrington said: “They are 
using a loop of Willow Street, Welsh Walls and 
Church Street as a racetrack.” 

Councillor Steve Mason said the council 
should ask the police to use 
mobile speed cameras to 
prosecute the culprits. 

However, the meeting 
heard that before officers 
would act there was a policy 
that has to be followed, with 
Councillor Claire Aspinall 
saying: “Special speed strips 
first have to be placed on a 
road for a certain length of 
Peter Cherrington time to monitor the percent¬ 
age of motorists speeding. 

“If the town council wanted to it could ar¬ 
range for them to be put on the road. The equip¬ 
ment costs £550.” 

There was a suggestion from Councillor Mike 
Isherwood that there could be a joint operation 
with VOSA, the Vehicle and Operator Services 
Agency. 

Councillors agreed to write to West Mercia Po¬ 
lice asking for help and also to work alongside 
the town’s own CCTV system. 

Councillor Cherrington said: “We should mon¬ 
itor the cameras to see which cars are using this 
loop. 

“It may be that we could position a mobile 
CCTV camera along the route.” 

There were also calls for the police to enforce 
the double yellow lines on Leg Street in the 
town. 

Councillor John Price said: “Vehicles park up 
outside takeaways in Leg Street and it is obvi¬ 
ous they are not simply loading and unloading 
as they are there for a long time. 

“They are causing real traffic problems. If the 
double yellow lines are not enforced soon then 
there is going to be a bump or someone is going 
to get hurt.”

Now cider’s gotta lotta bottle for farmer Steve

WHEN Steve Younger realised he had 
to diversify to keep his farm in business 
he turned to his long time hobby - cider 
making. 

From having a couple of apple trees in 
his garden orchard, he now has hundreds 
planted in acres of orchards at Wigginton 
Farm at St Martins near Oswestry. 

He and wife, Debbie, produce their own, 
Hare Moon cider, which has become pop¬ 
ular in pubs and other outlets in the area. 

It is a big change from the family dairy 
farm Mr Younger grew up on. 

“When my Dad retired it coincided with 
us selling the dairy herd as we could not 
carry on with dairy on a small scale - the 
farm is only 80 acres. 

“We went into cattle and recently the 


market for beef has also suffered. I have 
always made my own cider at home, just 
for myself and friends said it was good 
cider.” 

About four years ago he began to plant 
apple trees on his fields with a press and 
bottling machinery in a converted barn. 

“We have planted about 200 new trees 
a year, cider varieties such as Dabinett, 
Harry Masters Jersey, Browns, Langwor¬ 
thy and Kingston Black. They are grown 
on organic land, free of sprays and fertil¬ 
iser.” 

He said that the apple harvest that is 
now looming was very labour intensive: 
“It is hard work but very enjoyable.” 

The Hare Moon name is taken from the 
hares that live in the orchards.

Julian said the couple were confined 
to inside the hotel for 36 hours. But he 
said for local people Hurricane Irma was 
life-changing. 

“The hotel staff had to stay on site and 
one man had an 18-month-old baby. He 
had no supplies or baby milk as the super¬ 
market was shut. They had nothing. 

“We went out of the hotel and bought 
him some baby milk and luxuries which 
would cost them more than triple of their 
monthly wage. The aftermath was hor¬ 
rific.”

OSWESTRY Town Council has 
put its weight behind a campaign 
to dual the A5. 

The Chronicle’s sister paper the 
Shropshire Star has launched the 
campaign to have the road dualled as 
it passes Oswestry. 

Oswestry Town Council has agreed to 
write to roads minister John Hayes calling 
for the stretch of road to be included in the 
Government’s Road Investment Strategy 
as part of its decision to back the Dual It 
campaign. 

There was praise for the Star for spear¬ 
heading the move for desperately needed 
improvements for the trunk road. 

One of the major bottlenecks is the 
Oswestry bypass which regularly sees 
nose-to-tail traffic crawling from the Mile 
End roundabout to the Chirk bypass and 
beyond. 

Councillor Claire Aspinall said she at¬ 
tended the public meeting in March when 
Mr Hayes came to the county to see the 
problems for himself. 

“Dualling the stretch of the A5 is desper¬ 
ately needed,” she said. 

“There are of course the safety issues but 
we should also consider the economic ben¬ 
efits to dualling the road. Having a better 
road infrastructure would encourage more 
businesses to come to Oswestry.” 

Councillor Peter Cherrington said that 
the Oswestry bypass should have been a 
dual carriageway when it was first built. 

He said: “There are 10 million cars a 
year using the Mile End Roundabout at 
Oswestry. Surely that warrants improve¬ 
ments.” 

Former mayor, Councillor Paul Milner, 
said: “I would like to congratulate the 
Shropshire Star for launching this cam¬ 
paign. I would encourage everyone to sign 
the petition and get behind the Star. A dual 
carriageway would benefit everyone.” 

The town council is to ask Shropshire 
Council to also officially back the campaign.

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Priorities 
for future 
are outlined 
by council 

TOWN council offices, the one-way 
system and a footbridge are on the 
top priorities for Welshpool Town 
Council over the next five years. 

The council has released its latest 
town plan for 2017 to 2022. Among 
the level one priorities is the upcom¬ 
ing referendum on health services, 
the charter renewal, town hall wiring, 
and the on-going debate on parking 
permits. 

The health referendum will be held 
on October 26, giving residents a 
chance to say where they wants ser¬ 
vices to be provided in Shropshire. 

The market hall and town council 
offices are also on the agenda. Car 
parking issues are a major priority 
along with the motte and bailey, and 
the courtroom. Under level two prior¬ 
ities the council will look to address 
the controversial one-way system. 
The one-way system has come in for 
heavy criticism since its introduction. 

Improvements have been called for 
but recent Welsh government plans 
were described as having been “drawn 
up on the back of a fag packet” by 
Welshpool County Councillor Gra¬ 
ham Breeze. The CCTV renewal 
system with the police is to be dealt 
with, along with the bus station, and 
a footbridge from Salop Road to Lit¬ 
tle Henfaes Drive. The council is also 
pledging to look at safer cycle routes 
and electric car charging points and 
wildlife improvements. 

Session will look 
at housing plans 

AFFORDABLE homes could be built 
in the centre of Oswestry. 

STAR housing, which manages 
council houses, has plans for more 
housing on land off Fir Grove.

Make local health centre 
NHS lynchpin, urges MP

OSWESTRY’S Primary Care Cen- 
tre should be the lynchpin of the 
area’s NHS of the future, an MP 
has said. 

A report this week revealed that 
the town’s minor injuries unit, based 
in the centre on Gobowen Road, has 
closed seven times this year because of 
staff shortages. 

Mr Paterson, who chairs the monthly 
Health 4 Oswestry meetings, says the 
building should be a hive of activity, al¬ 
lowing people to be treated closer to home 
rather than in hospital in either Shrews¬ 
bury or Telford. 

Health bosses are undertaking a major 
review of minor injury units, community 
beds and DAART, specialist diagnostic and 
assessment care, across the county. 

Consultation with the public will begin 
within weeks. Oswestry’s minor injuries 
unit and DAART are housed in the primary 
care centre, officially opened in 2011 after 
a £9 million scheme to transform historic, 
railway engineering buildings. 

Vital 

Facilities also include x-ray, audiology, 
podiatry, community and mental health 
services, speech and language therapy and 
other clinics. 

Mr Paterson said that community fa¬ 
cilities such as those in the primary care 
centre were a vital part of the Future Fit 
discussion looking at the future of NHS ser¬ 
vices across Shropshire. 

“This building should be the lynchpin of 
our community health care,” he said. “The 
more services we can offer within the pri¬ 
mary care centre the less trips outpatients 
will have to make to Shrewsbury or Telford 
hospitals. I want to see more people being 
treated in the Oswestry centre - it should 
be a busy thriving place. If more people 
used the minor injuries unit in Oswestry 
there would be less pressure on the A&E 
department in Shrewsbury.” 

Shropshire Clinical Commissioning 
Group said no decisions had been made 
over future provision.

There 
are already 20mph zones in Upper Brook 
Street and outside the Marches, Woodside 
and Holy Trinity Schools. 

“But certainly in Upper Brook Street 
very few drivers keep below 20 and I would 
guess that if we stood outside with a speed 
gun many would be going over 30mph.” 

“What we need to do is find ways of mak¬ 
ing the roads such that the consequence 
of their design is that drivers will go at 20 
miles an hour, not force them to do so on 
a road that is designed for faster speeds.”

Rates help 
is available 
for retailers 

FINANCIAL help for high street busi¬ 
nesses in Powys that receive small busi¬ 
ness rates relief or have seen their rates 
increase because of UK legislation is still 
available from the county council. 

Powys County Council is using money 
provided by the Welsh Government to help 
limit rises in business rates for high street 
retailers in 2017/18 as a result of England 
and Wales-wide revaluations. 

So far 400 retailers across Powys have 
received relief money. 

Councillor Aled Davies, deputy leader of 
the council and portfolio holder for finance, 
said: “There are two levels of relief availa¬ 
ble. Support of up to £500 is available for 
businesses with a rateable value of between 
£6,001 and £12,000 and who are in receipt 
of small business rates relief while support 
of up to £1,500 is available for high street 
businesses with rateable values between 
£12,001 and £50,000 that have seen an in¬ 
crease in their liability from April 1 2017.” 

Councillor Davies added that the relief 
is aimed at “high street” retail businesses, 
which would include shops, restaurants, 
cafes and drinking establishments situated 
within town and village centres. 

There are some limitations on the fund¬ 
ing available. 


day last week. 

Councillors were discussing their prior¬ 
ities for road safety changes they want to 
see. 

Motorists enter the town’s biggest car 
park via Salop Road, one of the main routes 
into the town. The exit is onto the junction 
of Roft Street, Ferrers Road and Smithfield 
Street. 

Mr Lloyd said that about a third of driv¬ 
ers took the Smithfield Street route into 
the town centre, the rest opting to drive 
past houses on Roft Street, Ferrers Road 
and Stewart Road. 

He said last year 566,572 tickets were 
bought for the car park. 

“Residents are suffering the environ¬ 
mental cost of two thirds of that traffic,” 
he said. 

“They have to keep their windows shut 
throughout the summer because of the 
noise and the fumes.” 

He said residents had been complaining 
for many years. 

He said: “In 2004 a report looking at the 
traffic flow of Oswestry was commissioned 
but very little has been acted upon. In 2011 
the residents prepared a three-page report 
calling for a change to the exit and entry 
route but we have not seen any changes. 

“Residents who live in the centre of the 
town care about Oswestry. We believe the 
car park is part of the problem of falling 
visitors to the town centre and we would 
like to know how we can help. We are part 
of the heart of the town and have an impor¬ 
tant part to play.” 

Mr Lloyd said residents also supported 
Oswestry traders who wanted to see a 
change in the way car park charges were 
made. 

Town councillors agreed to look into the 
issue.

FOR YOU

I’VE been closely in¬ 
volved in the discussion 
about structural reform 
of the major hospitals 
serving Shropshire and 
Mid Wales for 20 years. 

While it would have been 
best to build a new hospital on 
a green field site to replace the 
two hospitals currently located 
at Telford and Shrewsbury, it too 
costly - about £600 million. 

The only way practical forward 
is to merge the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury and the Princess Royal - 
one hospital, but on two sites. 

The two Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Groups (CCGs) serving 
Shropshire, who decide on fu¬ 
ture structure, agreed this years 
ago and set up the Future Fit 
Programme Board to consider 
the matter in detail. 

After investing more than three 
years and £2 million, it finally 
agreed (after much angst) to rec¬ 
ommend that Emergency Care 
Services should be located at 
Shrewsbury, and Planned Care 
should be located at Telford. 

In the end, it was a unanimous 
recommendation by both CCGs. 
The public meeting where it was 
decided was noisy and angry. 
This ‘preferred option’ includes 
the transfer of the most serious 
cases of maternity trauma from 
Telford to Shrewsbury as well. 

For this ‘preferred option’ to 
proceed, the UK Government 
(NHS England) has to agree the 
capital works - costing about 
£200 million. There also has to 
be a public consultation, the de¬ 
tails of which we don’t yet know. 
We expect it will be 14 weeks, 
beginning in November. Also, we 
don’t know how many options 
will be put before the public. It 
will probably be two, but could 
be three. The key factor is that 
there will be a ‘preferred option’- 
which is that Emergency Care 
should be located at the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital. This is 
hugely important to Mid Wales. 

It would be easy to think that 
since there is now a ‘preferred 
option’, the debate is over. This 
would be a serious mistake. It’s 
vital that the people of Mid Wales 
respond to the public consulta¬ 
tion by making their opinions 
known. Reform of the secondary 
care system which serves Shrop¬ 
shire and much of Mid Wales, 
has been the most dominating 
issue throughout my years as an 
Assembly Member and Member 
of Parliament. 

We need to make sure that 
there is no complacency. The 
new Emergency Care Cen¬ 
tre must be built at the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital.

Quiet war hero

MARK ANDREWS looks back 
at the life of Harry Patch 
who became the oldest 
surviving Tommy 

HARRY Patch recalled the 
guilt he felt as his battalion ad¬ 
vanced from Pilckem Ridge, 
near Ypres, in the summer rain 
of 1917. The sodden ground 
was covered with blood, his 
wounded comrades were cry¬ 
ing for help. 

“But we weren’t like the Good Sa¬ 
maritan in the Bible,” said the sol¬ 
dier, who lived in Shropshire after 
returning from the war. “We were 
the robbers who passed them by and 
left.” 

It was 100 years last month that the 
war ended for Harry Patch, the unas¬ 
suming plumber who went on to become 
the last living veteran of the First World 
War. The memory of his last moments 
fighting in the Battle of Passchendaele 
stayed with him for his life, but there 
were some things he felt just too trauma¬ 
tised to talk about. 

It was not until the age of 111, just 
days before his death, that he finally 
felt able to share the torment which had 
haunted him for almost nine decades. 

His biographer, Richard van Emden 
recalls how he suddenly became very mo¬ 
rose, and asked: “Have you ever had to 
handle a man who didn’t have a head?” 

He then told the writer how, following 
the assault on Langemarck, near Ypres, 
during the infamous campaign of 1917, 
he given the task of clearing the trenches 
he and his comrades had captured.

“They were full of mangled bodies,” 
says van Emden. 

“The memories were just too vivid. 
Only in his final days did he tell me of 
the cause of his worst nightmares, clear¬ 
ing headless corpses in the trenches. 

“Harry said that lifting out bodies 
with no heads had been the most hor¬ 
rific thing he encountered. Telling me 
that for the first time, he had become so 
morose and had gone into such a dark 
place, that I did not press him further.” 

Harry, the son of stonemason Wil¬ 
liam Patch, was born in Combe Down, 
near Bath, but settled in Shropshire 
after bumping into his future wife Ada 
Billington - literally. 

Convalescing from the wounds he had 
sustained on the fields of Flanders, he 
spent time in various hospitals around 


the country. One day, when running for 
a bus in Sutton Coldfield, he crashed 
into Ada who was walking down the 
steps out of a cinema, knocking her to 
the ground. He apologised immediately, 
took her back to her home in Hadley, 
and returned the next night for a date. 
They were married at the village’s Holy 
Trinity Church in 1919, and remained 
together until her death in 1976. 

The couple spent their honeymoon in 
Church Stretton, and after refusing to 
go back to his job in Somerset after his 
foreman insisted he completed his two- 
year apprenticeship, he took up a job on 
a housing project in Gobowen. 

He took Shropshire to his heart, and 
at the age of 110 he was presented with 
a painting of the Wrekin, having long 
expressed his desire to reach the top of 


it one day. Harry never forgot the three 
men who perished just feet from him 
during his last day in battle, on Septem¬ 
ber 22, 1917. 

At 10.30pm, his five-man Lewis gun 
team was walking across open ground 
when a shell exploded above their heads. 
The three men who were carrying the 
ammo supply were blown to pieces in¬ 
stantly; Harry was hit in the groin by 
shrapnel and thrown to the ground. He 
managed to get to the dressing station, 
where he realised that, although pain¬ 
ful, his wound was not life threaten¬ 
ing. The evening after the explosion, a 
doctor told him that he could remove a 
two-inch piece of shrapnel, half an inch 
across with a jagged edge, but that the 
operation would have to be carried out 
without anaesthetic. Harry briefly con¬ 
sidered his options, before agreeing to 
the procedure, although he had to be 
held down by four men as the metal was 
removed using tweezers. 

In his last years, he would be an out¬ 
spoken critic of war, dismissing the 
First World War as “nothing but a fam¬ 
ily row.” He died on July 25, 2009, just 
38 days after his 111th birthday. More 
than 1,000 people attended his funeral 
at Wells Cathedral, which was broadcast 
on television and radio. 

Harry observed the irony that the war 
was ended by men sat around a table, 
not in the battlefield. 

“No war is worth it,” he said. “No war 
is worth the loss of a couple of lives let 
alone thousands.” 

Harry said the one thing he was grate¬ 
ful for was that he never actually killed 
another man, although there were ex¬ 
ceptions he would have been happy to 
make: “I would have taken the Kaiser, 
his son, Hitler and the people on his side 
and bloody shot them. 

“Out the way and saved millions of 
lives. T’isn’t worth it.”

MY HUSBAND LOOKS AT PORN EVERY DAY. IS THIS A GROUND FOR DIVORCE? 


Q. I was appalled to discover through my husband’s internet history on his phone that he has been looking at porn on a daily basis. Do I have grounds for divorce? 

A. There is only one ground on which a petition for divorce can be presented and that is that the marriage has broken down irretrievably. To this end the Court requires that 
one or more of five facts can be proven: 

Adultery and intolerability: Both elements must be proved to the Court, i.e. the respondent has committed adultery, and the petitioner finds it intolerable to live with the 
respondent. If adultery is cited in the petition and the respondent denies it, it can be tricky to prove. Intolerability, however, doesn’t usually pose a problem. 

Behaviour: The respondent has behaved in such a way that the petitioner cannot reasonably be expected to live with the respondent. Particulars of unreasonable behaviour 
are, however, often subjective and the Court can take different personalities into account. 

Desertion: The respondent has deserted the petitioner for a period of at least 2 years immediately before the petition is presented. Desertion is rarely used as a reliable fact 
because it is so technical and other facts can usually be cited when the parties are living separately. 

Two years separation and consent: The parties have lived apart for a continuous 2 year period immediately before the petition is presented and the respondent consents to 
the divorce being granted. This is often the most amicable divorce although the delay can adversely affect such as financial matters. 

Five years separation: The parties have lived separately and apart for a continuous minimum five year period immediately prior to presentation of the petition. The consent of 
the respondent is not required for this. 


You may have grounds to divorce your husband for his unreasonable behaviour. You should seek legal advice asap.

Platforms could 
be the solution

Vandals at castle 


VANDALS have ripped out a bol¬ 
lard and left tyre marks all over 
the grounds surrounding a vil¬ 
lage castle. 

Bosses at Whittington Castle at¬ 
tempted to address problems of driv¬ 
ers taking to their grounds to perform 
‘doughnuts’ on the grass, which was 
leaving substantial damage. 

However a bollard to protect the area 
was ripped down and more damage was 
caused. 

The incident has been reported to the 
police, and Sue Ellis from the castle is dis¬ 
appointed that people have chosen to dam¬ 
age the community run area. 

She said: “We had a problem with people

going onto the green and effectively doing 
doughnuts and cutting up the grass. 

“We put a bollard up there to stop up, 
and the problem seemed to have stopped 
for a few months. 

“But it was ripped out and it seemed to 
start again. 

“There has been damage caused and we 
have reported it to the police. 

“There is no cost to the damage on the 
grass as it will all grow back, but it is dis¬ 
appointing because it is a community run 
castle. 

“It is our 10th anniversary this year and 
it isn’t what we wanted to happen. 

“We don’t usually get criminal damage 


at the castle, we have the odd bench dam¬ 
aged but that is about it.” 

The castle is the only one in England 
which is community run. 

Shropshire Councillor for Whittington 
Steve Charmley said it wasn’t a problem 
the community usually had, but if levels 
rose there would have to be something 
done. He added: “I know there are young¬ 
sters who park up there at night, and this 
incident is not the sort of thing you want 
to see in a quiet village. 

“The level of crime and anti-social be¬ 
haviour in Whittington is very low, we just 
sometimes have young people who want to 
blow off a bit of steam. But if other inci¬ 
dents do occur there will need to be some¬ 
thing to prevent it.”

Canal's history in focus 
in exhibition at museum

A COLLECTION of photographs 
of the Montgomery Canal are on 
display at Welshpool’s Powys- 
land Museum during October as 
part of a special exhibition or¬ 
ganised by the Canal and River 
Trust charity. 

The organisation, which cares for 
2,000 miles of canals, has collected 
together a unique record of the rural 
waterway, as seen through the eyes of 
several generations of waterway-lov¬ 
ers. 

The touring exhibition has been funded 
by the Heritage Lottery Fund as part of the 
ongoing Montgomery Canal restoration 
project. 

Sylvia Edwards, Montgomery Canal com¬ 
munity development officer with the Canal 
and River Trust, said: “This exhibition 
combines photographs discovered in a va¬ 
riety of archives and through a number of 
community workshops. 

“Subjects range from the ‘Big Dig’ in 
Welshpool in 1969 to wildlife and boating. 

“For many people, it will be a trip down 
memory lane and a reminder of enjoyable 
times and restoration achievements so far.” 

The Montgomery Canal exhibition at the 
Powysland Museum, next to the canal in 
Welshpool, will run until October 3. 

The opening times are between 11am 
and 1pm and 2pm to 5pm on weekdays, and 
Saturday from 11am and 2pm. 


Plea is made for protection of trees

A “TREE hunter” is calling for 
more to be done to protect trees 
after an ancient oak split in two. 

The tree is believed to have 
stood on Offa’s Dyke in Butt¬ 
ington, near Welshpool, for the 
last 900 years. But earlier this 
year, it was partially toppled by 
strong winds. 

Rob McBride from Ellesmere 
said it was the third ancient tree 
in Wales to fall and collapse in 
recent years and believes more 
should now be done to save them 
and more from being damaged 
in the same way 

“Something must be done 
now to protect these culturally 
significant heritage trees before 
we lose any more,” he said. 

“Simple, low-cost solutions 
could have been found for all of 
these important fallen giants. 
Pollarded trees are ones that 
man has cut and worked for 
many hundreds of years. 

“They are not if you like, nat¬ 
ural trees, so we have a contin¬ 
ued duty to work on these for 
their lasting protection. 

“This recent sad event now 
makes this the third, truly an¬ 
cient oak tree in Wales to fall in 
recent years.” 


Aggressive 
drunk man 
shouted at 
the police 

AN alcoholic became aggressive with 
police officers and accused them of 
stealing his whisky after he was found 
under a bench, a court has heard. 

Paul Ferguson, 60, was discovered 
on September 14, by officers near 
the canal in Welshpool. He had to be 
pushed back by officers and taken to 
the ground before being arrested. 

At Welshpool Magistrates Court on 
Tuesday last week, Ferguson, of Llan- 
erfyl, admitted a drunk and disorderly 
charge. 

Prosecutor Helen Tench told magis¬ 
trates Sergeant Lovett and PC Cross 
were on patrol at 9pm in the Severn 
Street area near the canal, when they 
saw a man under the tree. 

He was identified as Ferguson, and 
had been drinking, slurred his words, 
and when asked what his name was, 
he responded “nobody.” 

Officers went back to the car to con¬ 
sider options, when Ferguson shouted 
out about a bag. 

He then accused officers of stealing 
the bag, that contained a bottle of 
whisky. He said to one officer, “arrest 
me or I will kick off.” 

He was told to stop being aggressive 
and then came close to PC Cross be¬ 
fore lunging at him. 

PC Cross pushed him back and then 
took him to the ground, and Ferguson 
was still trying to kick the officer. 

Ferguson, representing himself, 
apologised for his behaviour, and ad¬ 
mitted he was an alcoholic. 

Magistrates handed Ferguson a 
conditional discharge for six months, 
and was made to pay £85 costs and a 
£20 victim surcharge.

war water tower set 
to be given new use

A FORMER Second World War water 
tower in a village is to be turned into 
holiday accommodation after it re¬ 
ceived planning permission. 

Permission was sought to turn a redun¬ 
dant water tower in Kinnerley into a holi¬ 
day home. 

The building played a key part in the adap¬ 
tation of the Shropshire and Montgomeryshire 
Light Railway for military use during the Second 
World War, where it housed a steel water tank on 
top of the cast concrete column. More recently the 
tank has been removed and the building has been 
used for the storage of agricultural equipment 
such as fencing. In line with comments made on 
previously applications, Kinnerley Parish Coun¬ 
cil supports the application, which “ensures the 
survival of a locally important historic building 
by providing a sympathetic alternative use for an 
otherwise redundant and derelict building”. 

Shropshire Council’s conservation officer made 
no objection to the scheme as it is considered to 
contribute to enhancing the significance of the 
heritage asset as a Second World War structure 
of its type. A similar application in 2015 was orig¬ 
inally refused by Shropshire Council. 

Granting permission, Shropshire Council said 
in a report: “Prior to development commencing 
samples of all materials to be used in the con¬ 
struction of the external walls shall be submitted 
to and approved in writing by the Local Planning 
Authority. 

“This shall include full details/and profiles 
intended for the replacement water tank. The 
development shall be carried out in complete ac¬ 
cordance with the approved details.

The popular and historic town of Llanfyllin 
is well known for its warm welcome and its 
picturesque countryside. 

Its many independent traders take pride in the 
personal service they provide to visitors and 
locals alike. 

The town boasts a wide selection of 
independent traders happy to help customers 
with their requirements and inquiries. 

Part of the draw of the town is its location in 
Mid Wales and its fascinating history. 

The town lies in the valley of the River 
Cain near the Berwyn Mountains in 
Montgomeryshire. Llanfyllin has an intriguing 
history and is known for its holy well, Fynnon 
Coed y Llan. 

The well is dedicated to Saint Myllin, who is 
reputed to have baptised people here in the 
sixth century. 

The parish church is also dedicated to Saint 
Myllin. The medieval motte and bailey castle 
of Tomen yr Allt was probably destroyed by 
Llywelyn ap Gruffudd in 1257. The castle 
earthworks are still present. 

Llanfyllin was granted a charter as a market 
town in 1293 by Llywelyn ap Dafydd under 
Edward I, one of only two Welsh towns to have 
received its charter from a native ruler. 

The charter was confirmed by Edward de 
Charlton, Lord of Powys under Henry V. 

Today Llanfyllin remains a busy town and is 
popular with tourists from a wide area who are 
keen to stay in the area to enjoy its beautiful 
landscapes. 

Many tourists stop in Llanfyllin for a few days 
on their way to the Welsh coast while others 
spend longer in the area to enjoy all that it 
offers. 

Another major draw for visitors is the Llanfyllin 
Workhouse, known as Y Dolydd. 

Built in 1837, this imposing stone building 
served as a workhouse for up to 250 inmates

until 1930, when it became a local authority 
institution and later a care home. 

It finally closed in 1983. 

The Workhouse enjoyed a brief period of 
rejuvenation as an outdoor pursuits centre, 
before being left empty from the mid 1980s. 

The historic yet rather austere buildings 


remained empty and derelict until local 
residents formed a charitable body to save the 
buildings, eventually taking full ownership in 
2008. 

Work began soon after, clearing the site and 
preparing to renovate led by local volunteers as 
well as visitors from afar. 


The buildings and surrounding land is now 
owned and run by the community, for the 
community. 

And that community spirit is evident in many 
aspects of life in Llanfyllin. 

The community spirit shone brightly when 
the town’s famous Lonely Tree was damaged 


in storms. The tree had stood over the town 
for generations and residents and former 
residents of Llanfyllin were saddened to hear 
of its demise. A campaign was launched by the 
community to try to save it and that community 
effort later saw the tree named Welsh Tree of 
the Year by The Woodland Trust.

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Frost can kill plants if it gets to the roots 


Take steps to protect plants 
from winter’s biting cold 


AS the weather cools down, plants will need cov¬ 
ering, bulbs will need lifting or mulching and ex¬ 
tra winter protection given to tender specimens 
which will have to be brought indoors if they are 
to survive the coldest months. 

So, what steps should you be taking? 

WRAP THEM UP 

Use horticultural fleece, hessian or bubble 
wrap to wrap around permanent plants in pots. 
You need to stop the roots from freezing, which 
could ultimately kill the plant. If you have lots 
of pots, huddle them together near a house wall, 
where it will be slightly warmer. They will insu¬ 
late each other and you can use one large length 
of protective material to protect all the plants. 
Tie the cover round them securely so it doesn’t 
blow off in winter. 

Next time you’re planting a tender permanent 
specimen in a frost-resistant container, line the 
inside wall of the pot with bubble wrap to save 
you having to do it in the autumn. 

Plants in borders which can’t easily be moved, 
such as tree ferns, should be wrapped in horti¬ 


cultural fleece, from the base of the trunk up¬ 
wards. The leaves of tree ferns and other tender 
plants such as cordylines should be tied upright, 
packed with straw and covered with horticul¬ 
tural fleece, plus a layer of mulch should be laid 
over the root area. 

MAKE A FRAME 

Small tender shrubs can be protected with 
makeshift frames made from chicken wire or 
a wigwam made from bamboo canes packed 
with straw and then covered in netting. In wet 
weather, you may need to temporarily cover 
them with clear polythene to stop them rotting 
in the wet. 

If frost is forecast, keep a pair of old curtains 
to hand to cover borderline hardy plants over¬ 
night to prevent damage. 

MOVE THEM INDOORS 

Many tender plants, such as geraniums, be¬ 
gonias and half hardy fuchsias will need to be 
brought under cover before the first frosts. Put 
them in a frost-free greenhouse or garden shed 
to give them the best chance. 


The science behind the 
shape and size of leaves

OUTSIDE my window the trees 
are beginning to take on their 
autumn hue and many are al¬ 
ready falling especially the horse 
chestnuts which have already 
been decimated by leaf miners. 

These insects live between the upper 
and lower surfaces of the leaf eating 
them from the inside. 

When the leaves fall they overwinter 
ready to reinfect the new leaves in spring. 

The multiplicity of different leaf sizes and 
shapes should give us all pause for thought. 
Why don’t all leaves look the same? 

Scientists have long known about the fac¬ 
tors that limit leaf size. 

Leaves exist to capture sunlight for pho¬ 
tosynthesis so the larger the surface area 
the more sun light can be captured. 

However, the size of the leaf cannot ex¬ 
ceed the amount of available water. 

The evaporation of water from the leaves 
cools the leaves as well as drawing more 
water up from the roots to replace it. Thus 
a leaf which outgrows the availability of 
water will soon scorch in strong sunshine. 

In this way at amount of water creates 
an impetus towards growth while the avail¬ 
ability and strength of sunlight restricts 
growth. Plants find a happy medium be¬ 
tween the two according to their own spe¬ 
cific set of circumstances. 

Yet recently scientists working in Aus¬ 
tralia have discovered another variable. 
Cold. 

Plants may be just as wary of catching a 
chill as of catching too many hours of sun¬ 
shine. The more likely a plant is to experi¬ 
ence freezing temperatures the more it will 
reduce the size of its leaves. 

But still leaves have different shapes as 
well as different sizes, something that can 
only be accounted for through myriad tiny 
adaptations over the enormity of evolution¬ 
ary time. 

Each small adaptation is passed down 
in genetic form from parent to progeny. 
The evolutionary and ecological history of 
a plant species is written in the shape and 
size of the leaf. 

Style also mirrors function when it comes 
to plants. They don’t dress up just for our 
benefit. 

Getting the style of leaf right for a spe¬ 
cific environment can be a matter of life and 
death. 

Large round leaves gain more sunlight 
while leaves with sharper edges and rough 
textures are able to to shade themselves 
from the strongest rays preventing them 
from becoming scorched. 

Large leaves like those of a banana grow 
where cold is not a problem while small

It’s time to 
think about 
tidying up 
the garden 

SO, are you ready for the great garden ti¬ 
dy-up, when you empty pots of worn-out 
summer bedding, prepare your lawn for 
winter, trim hedges and rake leaves? 

There are a range of tools which will help you 
make light work of the most arduous jobs. 
INVEST IN PRUNING TOOLS 

Some pruning can be done in the autumn to get rid 
of dead wood and help shape shrubs and trees for the 
following year. Secateurs are essential for this job and 
there are two types, anvil and bypass. 

The anvil works on the principle of a sharp blade cut¬ 
ting down on to an anvil, but the cutting blade needs 
to be kept really sharp for it to be effective. Bypass 
secateurs work whereby a 
sharp curved blade bypasses a 
curved cutting plate, severing 
a branch without much effort. 

You shouldn’t be trying to 
cut a branch with a diameter 
thicker than 1cm (0.5in) with 
secateurs. Any thicker and 
you should opt for a prun¬ 
ing saw such as the Silky, a 
Japanese blade with teeth 
with three razor-edged facets 
which cut smooth and don’t 
leave loose edges. There are 
pocket types available, where 
the blade folds into the handle until you need to use it, 
which are handy for carrying around routinely. 

If you are hard-pruning overgrown shrubs, loppers 
are invaluable. Some versions come with extendable 
arms for those branches which are just out of reach, 
and they are ideal for cutting out old congested wood 
from inside thorny shrubs such as berberis and roses, 
but they are also good for reducing the size of large 
branches you have already cut off with the saw, to 
make them more manageable to take to the your local 
recycling centre. 

LONG-REACH PRUNING 

Pole pruners are also useful when it comes to shrubs 
that are too tall to reach and the ground’s too uneven 
to safely place a ladder. These are basically secateurs 
attached to an extendable pole, operated by a trigger 
at the gardener’s end of the pole. You may not be able 
to cut as accurately as you’d like, but it won’t matter if 
the trees or shrubs are vigorous. 

RAKE IT UP 

If you have plenty of trees, you’re going to need a 
decent lawn rake to gather 
up the leaves which have 
amassed on your lawn or in 
your flowerbeds. If not dealt 
with, leaves can harbour pests 
and diseases over winter and 
could leave you with a shed 
load of problems next year. 

Use either a wide fan¬ 
shaped springy metal rake for 
the job or a similar plastic ver¬ 
sion. The important thing is 
that the rake achieves a good 
span of the area and prefera¬ 
bly has forks which curve in¬ 
wards at the end, to allow a maximum sweep. Make 
sure your rake has a strong, long handle. 

If you want to scarify your lawn, a springtine rake is 
ideal for the job as it will remove moss and thatch as 
you rake, allowing new shoots through in spring. You 
may also want to make use of a garden fork to make 
holes in the lawn to aerate it and reduce compaction, 
and fill the holes with sharp sand to aid drainage. 
MOW AWAY PROBLEMS 

Lawnmowers can help reduce problems with leaves 
on the lawn, if you just raise the blades and mow the 
grass, the leaves should be chopped up and collected in 
the grass box, ready for composting. 

If your grass edges have become out of control and 
invaded by weeds, the perfect tool for tackling rough 
areas is a brushcutter, a bladed tool which will tackle 
long grass, brambles, weeds and nettles. 

TRIM HEDGES 

Give your hedges a trim before the winter months, 
but make sure you leave enough greenery for birds to 
nest in and be careful where you trim in case you dis¬ 
turb any wildlife. Electric hedgetrimmers do the job 
if you have a power source handy and aren’t prone 
to cutting through cables, but there are equally good 
battery-powered hedgetrimmers on the market, which 
provide just as good a cut and some recharge within 
half an hour. 

BLOW LEAVES AWAY 

If you have a larger area, use a leaf blower to direct 
leaves into a pile before bagging them up for the com¬ 
post bin or to make leaf mould, which can be used as a 
mulch on beds and borders.

But Neil was part of a generation that also included 
other enduring stars, such as Mick Jagger, Paul 
McCartney, Bob Dylan and Brian Wilson. Before 
them, artists didn’t have long careers - with very few 
exceptions. 

Neil has a vast catalogue of work from which to choose 
when he is playing live. He usually finds the opening 
song and if that gets him excited, the rest of the show 
writes itself. There are ups and downs, valleys, left turns, 
quiet moments and bombastic moments. “You just 
keep adding songs and work from the song before it. 
Eventually you get to a point after two hours where you 
think, ‘OK, let’s wrap it’.” 

However, it’s not all blockbuster tunes. Neil is keen to 
find space for newer cuts so that he can keep the show 
exciting for him and the rest of the band. He’s also played 
songs by Leonard Cohen, Joni Mitchell and 
more. 

But it’s tunes like Sweet Caroline that the 
fans want - and it’s a tune he’s played 
more than 1,500 times live. 

Neil’s other ultra-popular songs 
are Cherry Cherry, Cracklin’ Rose, I 
Am I Said, Brother’s Love Travelling 
Salvation Show, Beautiful Noise, Holly 
Holy, Forever in Blue Jeans, America 
and You Don’t Bring Me Flowers. 

“I want to create a list of songs that 
I haven’t done before. ‘If You Go Away’ 
is as definite candidate.

Stars flocked to play his music, with his 
work covered by musicians including Elvis 
Presley, Frank Sinatra, Johnny Cash and 
UB40, who turned his 1968 song Red

While Neil has influenced many other 
stars, he was shaped by artists from a 
different era. 

He loved Lonnie Donegan’s Rock 
Island Line, The Everly Brothers’ Bye Bye 
Love, The Rolling Stones’ Satisfaction, 
Peter Paul and Mary’s Blowin’ In The Wind 
and Ritchie Valens’ La Bamba. 

During those early years, Neil had no real 
thought of becoming a singer. He wanted 
to go to medical school to become a 
scientist. 

However, he decided 
he wasn’t smart 
enough for that 
and instead he 
dropped out 
of New York 
University 
after his 
junior year 
to take a 
job on Tin 
Pan Alley.

and it took eight years to write his first hit, Solitary Man, 
in 1966. 

Despite his brilliance, he’s never found it particularly 
easy to write a hit. 

He told an interviewer recently: “You would think that 
after all these years of writing I would have learnt to do it 
quickly and gracefully and easily, but it doesn’t seem to 
work out that way. 

“Every song is different, so it doesn’t help me very 
much to have had years of experience. It’s hard work, and 
it’s not getting any easier. 

“But all right, nobody told me it was gonna be easy. 

And so what? I’m a ditch- digger when I’m writing songs. 
My back hurts? Who cares? I gotta get that ditch dug 
deep and strong and it’s gotta serve its purpose. 

“There are no short cuts. There are only long cuts. 
That’s what it is. 

“But I’ve been doing it a long time now. I can’t find 
another way to make a living.”

WWII ace is welcomed to 
Budgen Motors showroom 



You may hear the roar of engines 
from the fine range of Peugeot 
vehicles to be found at Budgen 
Motors in Featherbed Lane, 
Shrewsbury.
